That S. A. Lynch, well-known the- 
atrical magnate and capitalist, might 
become the owner of the Atlanta base- 
ball franchise, was admitted last night 


by R. J. Spiller, president of the At- |. 


lanta baseball association, and offi- 
cials of the Lynch enterprises. 

The deal has hot yet been completed, 
but all parties concerned expressed 
the hope that the trade would be made 
at a conference today. <A consider- 
able difference is said to exist in the 


price offered by the Lynch interests 


and the figure outlined in the propo- 
sition made recently by Mr. Spiller. 

“Mr. Spiller has received what we 
consider a reasonable offer for the 
franchise,” a prominent official of the 
Lynch Enterprises told: The Constitu- 
tion last night. “I*am not yet at lib- 
erty to give the amount offered, but 


‘we hope to close the deal at an early 


date, possibly Wednesday. We have

“The Lynch enterprises: is 4. pos- 
sible purchaser of the franchise, buf 
the matter has not gone beyond that 
stage,” were the words used last night 
by President Spiller in denying that 
he had disposed of his interests for a 
consideration said to have been $80,- 
000. 
That this figure was several thous- 
and dollars short of the price he dé¢- 
manded, and that no deal would be 
completed until Spiller’s price had 
been met by Lynch enterprises, were 
other utterances made by President 
Spiller. 

Offers Are Frequent. 
“Offers for the Atlanta franchise 


have become common,” Spiller de-} 


clared. “They have come from well- 
known business men in this city, from 


out-of-town capitalists and from own- 
ers of big league clubs seeking invest- 
ments in minor league organizations. 
I made them my proposition, just as 
I did Mr. Lynch. If he cares to pay 
my price for my interests in the At- 
Janta Baseball association the fran- 
chise will be transferred. Otherwise 
I will stay in charge and spend all 
the money necessary to give Atlanta 
fans a pennant winning team next 
season.” 

President Spiller declared that he 
preferred to sell his holdings to Mr. 
Lynch over scores of others that had 
made overtures. The majority of the 
minority stockholders in the associa- 


tion shared this preference, Spiller. 


asserted. He and his associates fee! 
that.the Southern Enterprises would 
stop at no obstacle in the effort to 
bring about a winning combination.

Last week the Citizens and 
Southern bank opened a dining 
room for its employees on the 


third floor of its magnificent new 
Duilding. There is nothing new in 


this feature. Business houses 
have long ago tried the experi- 
ment of having employees lunch 
right on the premises and have 
generally had splendid results. 

The Citizens and Southern plan 
is distinctly novel in-this. Though 
there are more than onehundred 
men and women employed in the 
bank, each one is. given lunch ab- 
solutely free of charge and the 
meals served are meals that would 
cost ‘between 75 centé and $1 in 
the downtown cafeterias, possibly 
double that amount in the first- 
class restaurants and are impos- 
sible of ‘purchase in the usual 
downtown restaurant that is pack- 
ed along about the middle of the 
day. 

But listen to the plan as eluci- 
dated by W. W. Banks, executive 
manager of the bank. Mr, Banks 


says: “We have installed thia.din- . 


ing room distinctly as an invyest- 
ment. We believe that it will pay 
though not one ¢ent comes into 
the bank and though the daily ex: 
penditure on the dining. room ~ 
might seem almost lavish. 

“For a long time we have no- 
ticed that our elerica) force at the 
lunch hour rushes almost unani- 
mously to a soda fountain, de- 
vours sandwiches that tay or 
may not be digestible, while 
standing hump-backed over the 
marble serving counter. Others 
flock to restaurants where they 
sit on narrow stools, get served in 
a rush amid an environment that 
practically guarantees that they'll 


bolt down their food, which they 


seldom enjoy, and then attempt 
to get back to work. 

“It's .next..to impossible that 
they can work. In the scurry of 
getting to. the restaurant, of get- 
ting served, of eating it and pay- 
ing for it there is mot one second 
for menta) or physical relaxation. ©

Court Rules That tibvern: 
| ment Must First Try to 
Prove Case of Concerted 
Violence.

Chicago, September 12.— With more. 
than 20,000 affidavits charging as- 
saults by strikers and strike sympa- 
thizers on railroad workers in every 


ment today launched its endeavor to 
show a concerted effort by the. strik- 
ing shop crafts to interfere with in- 
terstate traffic by driving railroad 
employees from their work. 

Overruling the objections of attor- 
neys for B. M. Jewell and John Scott, 
the strike leaders, Federal Judge Wil- 
kerson admitted the affidavits in ev- 
idence for the time at least in the 
bearing on the government's bill for 
a temporary injunction against some 
240 shop crafts officials and their 
followers. 

The court likewise deferréd for the 
present argument on the defense mo- 
tion for modification of the tempo- 
rary restraining order new in force. 
He .ruled:..that the government's. con- 
tention, that the dominan* purpose of 
the alleged conspiracy is the destruc- 
tion of interstate traffic, would-be a 
vital factor in determining’ whether 
the unions were entitled to any mod- 
ification in the order, and directed the 
government to proceed with the evi- 
dence on which it expects to prove 
that claim. 

Oppose Affidavits. 

The value, as evidence, of the af- 
fidavits of persons assaulted by the 
strikers and strike sympathizers, or 
affidavits of public or railroad of- 
ficials claiming knowledge of such as- 
saults, was vigorously opposed by Don- 
ald R. Richberg and Frank Mulhol- 
land, attorneys for Mr. Jewell and 
Mr. Scott. They fought their intro- 
duction and entered a general objec- 


, tion to all of them that the govern- 


ment may produce. 

The affidavits, they declared, are at 
the best only secondary evidence and 
they fail, they added, to show any 
connection between .their clients and 
the perpetrators of the’ acts of vio- 
lence complained of. .A few 
isolated acts of violence’ among 
four hundred thousand men on strike 
are insignificant in themselves, Mr. 
Richberg declared. “They would oc-

THE-TARIFF BILE. 

The Fordney-McCumber tariff bill 
which came out of conference Tues- 
day is the same obnoxious» measure 
that went to conference a few weeks 
ago, after two years of congres- 
sional wrangling and political jug- 
gling. 

True, a few changes have been 
made, but with the evident purpose 
only of placating, as far as it dared, 
the millions of people even among 
he members of the republican party, 
who had denounced it as one of 
the most drastic measures ever con- 
ceived by any controlling party. ‘In 
all practical lines the measure re- 
mains the same as when it-went to 
conference—the highest tariff rates 
in the history of the American gov- 
érnment, and a direct levy upon the 
consumers of the nation to pay in a 
large measure the political debts in- 
curred by the republicans in 1920. 

The adoption by conference of 
the foreign valuation plan is a step 
in the right direction if it meant any- 
thing but a provision in the elastic 
tariff—which is in itself one of the 
most arbitrary provisions in the his- 
tory of a free government—gives to 
the president the power to change 
it to an American valuation basis at 
his will. Thus at least one feature 
that might-be acceptable is destroyed 
by negation. 

The Americam people will repu- 
diate the measure at the ballot box. 
Senator McCumber lost his sena- 
torial seat while he was framing the 
measure. Fordney has served noti¢e 
of retirement. The fall elections 
this year will reflect the sentiment 
of the people, already begun by the 
heavily reduced sepublican majority 
in Maine, and before another presi- 
dent is inaugurated it will be reflect- 
ed throughout the country in an 
election voice that will be heard 
around the world.

The ‘boohing and hissing with 
which a Minnesota audience greet- 
ed the vice president of the United 
States the other day constituted not 
only an insult to Mr: Coolfdge per- 
sonally, but an insult: to the Ameri- 
can flag. 


According to the press dispatches, 
the government official first in line 
of succession to the presidency had 
accepted an invitation to deliver an 
address at the Minnesota state fair, 
but he had hardly begun his speech 
when the rowdyism set in, and he 
was jeered and hissed until forced 
“to leave the speaker’s stand. 


The disrespect shown him was 
not occasioned b¥ anything he had 
said .or by anything he had an- 
nounced he would’ say. 

He was not there ‘appealing for 
votes; he had not.come to ask any 
favors of the people of Minnesota. 

In fact, he had done them a favor 
by consenting to address them, thus 
contributing to the snccess‘and eh- 
joyment of their state fair—aad 
hisses. were his only reward. 

The event is almost beyond com- 
prehension, the only. explanation 
thus far suggested being that the 
people prefetred watching a-horse 
race to-listening to a patriotic ad- 
dress by the statesman whom. they 
helped elect to the vice presidency 
of the United States. 


But even in that event, the vice! 
president—or any other distin-

Sometimes fibroid tumors in 
women steadily undermine health by 
causing bleeding. In such cases X-ray 
or radium treatment may be as ef- 
fective as surgical removal of the 
tumors. 
treatment may be administered, how- 
ever, if an expectation or hope of ma- 
ternity is to be preserved, but surgical 
excision alone considered. 

It is in inoperable cases of cancer 
that X-ray or radium treatment is 
giving the greatest relief at present. 
A course of treatment with ane or 
with radium-. will ‘sometimes bring 
about sufficient improvement to render 
such a case operable with a reason- 
able hope of cure. : 

After every radical operative for 
cancers whether internal cancek or 
surface cancer, it is an excellent plan 
to have the scar or site treated with 
X-ray or radium for the purpose of 
destroying any microscopic cancer cells 
which may have remained and, thus 


no human eye can see a cancer cell 
in flesh, and therefore the quack’s as- 
surance that all the cancer has been 
removed or destroyed is pure decep- 
lion. 

In many cases of surface cancer 
and some cases of deeply situated can- 
eer, X-ray or raditm treatment may 
be the method of choice—hbut the wise 
patient will be guided by his own 
doctor. .

Says Von Herrmann 


Although the September weather 
has been rather unruly thus far the 
indications are that it is going to set- 
tle downto normal from now on, -ac- 


charge of the local weather bureau. 


Mr. von Herrmann opines that there 
will be no more weather ahove 90 de- 
grees Farenheit this year. 

| September 1921 was the hottest 
September on record at the local bu- 
reau, stated Mr. von Herrmann. There 
were 19 days in that month when the 
temperature reached above 90, there 
have been only six days thus far in 
1922 that it has reached that point. 

Jul;:y 1893, is the only month on 
record that comes up to last Septem- 
ber’s heat record. 

October has no record“of 90 de- 
gree temperature. This year will not 
change that record, stated Mr. yon 
Herrmann, 

September «presented the local bu- 
reau wifh a very striking coincidence, 
or something very near to a coinci- 
dence, in that the record for the sum- 
mer in maximum temperdture came 
on September 4, being 94.1; last year 


the mark being 94, thus making this 
summer’s maximum temperature .1 of 
a degree above last year’s. But for 
steady hot weather; last year is.go- 
ing to win about three to one, stated 
Mr. von Herrman. The lowest point 
registered. by the mercury ‘Tuesday 
morning was 66; it will- fall down to 
about 60 Wednesday morning, he 
predicted.

Land Valuations 
Change Proposed 
\By Tax Assessor 


Separation of land values and im- 
provement values for purposes of as- 
sessment for taxation was advocated 
Tuesday by Cit: Tax Assessor J. C, 
Little, who said it was his intention 
to perfect the details of his plan and 
discuss it before the tax committee of 


} council at the beginning of the new 


year. 


In a statement Mr. Little said: 

The present system of records and assess- 
ments in use in the tax office is one that 
is neither contributory to good service t 
the public, from the standpoint of office 
management, nor does the present plan of 
assessments form a proper bagjs for equi- 
table appraisements for the purpose of taxa- 
tors 

Since even experts do not always agree 
as tc values, approximation is the best that 
cau be hoped for under our present system. 
| Most. eities the size of Atlanta are far 
shead of us in the matter of arriving at 
taxable values. 

One of the best and most perfected meth- 
ods in use in many progressive cities is 
that of arriving at land values and improve- 
ment values separately and so recording 
them in the tax office. The establishment 
of a unit front foot land value in each 
biock, allowing fer local conditions and 
other reflecting causes, of course, is one of' 
tLe most approved methods of reaching land 
values that insure both correctness and 
equalization. 

In arriving at the value of improve- 
rrents, the best-informed sanuthorities agree 
that’ there are many refiecting * phascs: 
That of utility, obsolescence, reproductive 
capacity,' etc. The cost of conatruction is. 
of course, to be considered. bunt not of 
necessity a fully determining for 
wany reasons. 

The cost of putting into effect such an 
improved system in the placa of our pres- 
ent inadequate one will small 
as compared with the returns and satisfac- 
t‘or to both the city and the taxpayers at 
larze, 

Such a system will. when perfected and 
overated properly, not only naturally and 
eutomatically bring abont equalization, but 
form a proper basis for the lowering of 
assessments that will be uniformly ben- 
«ficial to all.

Mr. Candler gave as_ the fairest 
statement of the case he knew the 
words of former Justice Hughes, ref- 
eree in the Brooklyn Gas company 
case: “To base rates upon a plant 
valuation simply. representing the 
hypothetical cost of. reproduction at 
a time .of abnormally high prices due 
to exceptional conditions would be 
manifestly unfair to the public, and 
likewise to base rates upon an esti- 
mated cost of reproduction far low- 
er than the actual bona fide and 
prudent investment because of ab- 
normally low prices, would be unfair 
to the company.” . 

In conclusion, Mr.. Candler said, 
“Give your public the best service of 
which you are capable. In the end 
it will pay you in the confidence of 
commissions and in the good will of 
the *public: Let your motto be ser- 
vice first, just compensation next.”

WAYS WITH MINT, 

The appropriateness of mint with 
roast lamb is so obvious to every one 
that we are apt to think of mint as 
not being suitable at any other time 


than when we dine upon that meat. 
Very often, of course, when you have 
the roast lamb you cannot get the 
mint, as not all grocers or vegetable 
dealers find it worth while to carry 
it on hand all the time. For this 
reasom every housewife who can pos- 
sibly do so should grow her own 
mint, and this she can do if she has 
only space a foot square that receives 
sunshine. 

A a variation from the regular 
mint sauce, you might make mint 
jelly the next time you have roast 
lamb. To do this you will need a 
scant cup of mint leaves. Chop them 
fine. Soften a half package of gela- 
tine in a half cup of cold water and 
add to a cup of granulated sugar that 
has been boiled with a cup of vinegar 
for five minutes; also add a shake of 
salt, and, if you desire, a little green 
coloring’ matter, which can be bought 
at the grocer’s and is perfectly harm- 

‘ owever, the jelly tastes the 
same without it. Having added the 
chopped mint, let the mixture cool, 
stirring occasionally so that the mint 
does not settle. When it starts to 
set, turn into a fancy mold and set 
near the ice until it becomes firm. 
Turn out on a dish and garnish with 
small mint leaves. 

One different way to. make use of 
mint is to mince it fine and add to 
cabbage salad. A little finely minced 
mint leaves also adds tang to orange 
and grapefruit cup, and a little can 
be sprinkled over the top wf orange 
halves when they are egiten for 
luncheon or dinner. 

An attractive confection Xan be 
made from mint leaves. Sekoct rez- 
ular leaves and boil them for 3 min- 
ute only in a syrup made fren one 
cup of sugar and @ quarter ¢cy'p of 
water. The syrup should have been 
boiled a few minutes before the :nint 
leayes are added. Take the lea\ves 
from the syrup and let dry for f ur 
or five hours. Have ready an 1 n- 
beaten egg white. Dip each leaf ,'n 
this and dust with fine granulated 
sugar, aud let dry on the top of stove

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TREATING A CORN, 
In a recent letter I was aeked if 
I did not think that corns are nat- 


ural to some people. The writer stat- 
ed that she had been troubled with 
corns ever since she could remember, 
and her own children, all the age of 
seven and nine, each had one. My 
reply was to the effect that the en- 
tire blame for all their misery must 
be placed upon bad choice of shoes, 
since corns are the result of pressure 
and friction, 

The correct shoe is one that will 
allow the large toe to lie straight, in 
the same manner as it does when you 
stand barefooted upon the floor, There 
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after each treatment. The foot should 
then be bound up with absorbent cot- 
ton. The soft corn, while having a 
callous surface, is soft underneath 
and very sensitive. Such a corn should 
first be poulticed to remove the sore- 
ness before there is any attempt to 
remove it. \ L

Penal Code. 


Section 447, penal code of Georgia: 

Primary elec- 
tions shall be construed to mean elections 
by ballot for the nomination of a candi- 
date or candidates for office as opposed to 
rominations by conventions, to run at sub- 
sequent elections, to be held under the laws 
of this state, county or municipal of- 
f’ces.’
